HEAVY IN EUROPE 


Reports Indicate Toll of 
Liv es In Europe and 
Thousands Are 
Suffering

MANY RIVERS, CHANNELS, 
ARE CHOKED WITH ICE 


London, Feb. 
14—(A5)—Esti­ 
mates of deaths from abnor­ 
mally cold weather in central 
Europe alone today ran as high 
as 300, with other thousands 
suffering from frostbite and kin­ 
dred injuries. 
Apparently worse 
conditions 
were in prospect, with suffering 
acute, particularly in southeas­ 
tern Europe, from fuel shortage. 
Mines of Poland and Czechoslo­ 
vakia were looked to to relieve 
the situation, but disruption of 
railway traffic added even thos 2‘ 
countries to those hardest hit. 
Rivers and sea channels over 
most of Europe, save in Spain, 
were frozen over and choked 
with ice. Rome, celebrating Ash 
Wednesday, had a heavy 
snow 
fall. The Riviera was covered 
with snow. In Berlin schools 
were closed for a week. 
Temperatures in many 
cases 
without precedent and 
lower 
than for 200 years were reported 
over Europe. Meanwhile north­ 
ern Scandinavia was normal and 
Iceland and Spitzbergen report­ 
ed temperatures as high as 40 
degrees Fahrenheit. 
In Budapest 
shivering 
men 
and women stormed a coal depot 
during the night after the gov­ 
ernment had announced distri­ 
bution of free coal at 8 a. m., 
because of the intense cold they 
were unable to wait and they 
smashed doors, loading bags, 
baskets, boxes, 
even pockets, 
with the previous fuel. Fifty per­ 
sons were sent to hospitals with 
sprains, lacerations, and frozen 
hands as a result of the ensuing 
riot and conflict with police. 
In Vienna Chancellor Seipel 
orQered parliament suspended 
for two weeks, explaining this 
would save five tons of coai 
daily. 
In Czechoslovakia miles of coal 
laden freight cars were 
frozer 
fast to tracks and could not be 
moved, while in Poland ration­ 
ing of coal supplies had been re­ 
sorted to.

Sound between Denmark and 
Sweden 13 0 steamers were frozen 
fast. Baltic Sea traffic was sub­ 
ject to the greatest hazards.

The Indiana Senate, by a vote of 
19 to 23, defeated a bill which 
would have increased the sala­ 
ries of 102 judges and provided 
an aggregate increase of $183.- 
600 annually. * 
On motion of Senator Lindley. 
republican, Fountain-Vermillion- 
Warren, the bill was killed out­ 
right after it had failed to pass 
when the Senate laid on the ta­ 
ble a motion to reconsider it. 
The measure would have in­ 
creased the basic salaries 
of 
judges of circuit, superior, pro­ 
bate, 
juvenile and 
criminal 
courts from $4,200 to $6,000 a 
year. It was introduced by Sena­ 
tor Rowley, republican, Laporte 
and Starke counties. 
Supporting the 
bill, Senator 
Rowley declared that “it is a dis­ 
grace to ask men—the highest 
officers in 
their counties—to 
work for $4,200 a year." He sa.if\ 
no change in salaries would) be 
made by the bill if passed in 
Marion, Allen or Lake counties 
or any other counties where the 
salary has been raised by the 
county council to $6,000. Senator 
Rowley said th at the bill should 
be passed “as a m atter of fair­ 
ness and as an attraction to get 
the best men possible oh the 
bench.” Most men, he m aintain­ 
ed, sacrificed good private prac­ 
tices to assume judgeships, 
Theft of poultry would be a 
felony punishable by imprison­ 
ment of ninety days to one year 
with a fine of $100 to $500 under 
provision of a bill passed by the 
Senate today. The vote was 40 to 
6. The bill now goes to the House 
for consideration.

DUPLICATE OLD ALTAR 


Mary Hill, Wash.—(/P)—Stone­ 
henge, built 4,000 years ago bv 
Britons as a place of worship, is 
being duplicated by Klickitat 
county citizens as a memorial to 
their soldier dead. 
The memorial, to be dedicated 
May 30, ,was given to the county 
by Sam Hill, millionaire railroad 
man and philanthropist. The 
central piece in the memorial, 
as in Stonehenge, is a sacrific’a! 
altar. This, Mr. Hill believes, is 
symbolic of American soldiers 
who sacrificed their lives on the 
altar of patriotism. 
Foundations for the memorial 
were started on June 8, 1918, five 
m onths before the World war 
ended. The memorial, like the 
original in the south of England, 
is 108 feet in diameter. Each 
stone is moulded Into a dupli­ 
cate of the corresponding stone 
in the English landmark. 
On 
many of the stones will be 
placed bronze plates upon which 
names of the soldier dead will 
be carved.

Mines of Poland and Czechoslo- 
vakia were looked to to relieve 
the situation, but disruption of 
railway,traffic added even thosi- 
countries to those hardest hit. 


Rivers and sea channels over 


most of Europe, save in -Spain, 
were frozen over and choked 
with ice. Rome, celebrating Ash 
Wednesday, had a heavy snow 
fall. The Riviera was covered 
with snow. In Berlin schools 
were closed for a week. 


Temperatures in many cases 


without precedent and 
lower 


than for 200 years were reported 
over Europe. Meanwhile north- 
ern Scandinavia was normal and 
Iceland and Spitzbergen report- 
ed temperatures as high as 40 
degrees Fahrenheit. 
In Budapest 
shivering men 


and women stormed a coal depot 
during the night after the gov- 
ernment had announced distri- 
bution of free coal at 8 a. m., 
because of the intense cold they

henge, built 4,000 years ago by 
Britons as a place of worship, is 
being duplicated by Klickitat 
county citizens as a memorial to 
their soldier dead. 


The memorial, to be dedicated' 


May 30,,was given to the county 
by Sam Hill, millionaire railroad 
man and philanthropist. The 
central piece in the memorial, 
as Jn Stonehenge, is a sacrlfic'.al 
altar. This, Mr. Hill believes, is 
symbolic of American soldiers 
who sacrificed their lives on the 
altar of patriotism. 


Foundations for the memorial 


were started on June 8,1918, ft vii 
months before the World war 
ended. The memorial, like the 
original in the south of England, 
is 108 feet in diameter. Each 
stone is moulded,, into a dupli- 
cate or the corresponding stone 
inlhe English landmark. On 
many of the stones will be 
placed bronze plates upon which 
names of the soldier . dead '-'" 
be carved.

The 23-year-old Beatty, with 


jagged ridges of the jungle claw 
across his body, knows there al- 
ways is danger in the exhibition 
cage — the more animals the 
greater danger. 
Throughout 


the winter he has worked with 
his animals at the Circus City 
zoological gardens, winter home 
of several circuses. 


Among his animals is "Nero," 


sver watchful for an opportuni- 
ty to spring at the smiling 
roung man,-waving a whip and 
jistol. 
Twice at Shreveport, 


_,a., last year and Texarkana, 
'irk., two years ago, "Nero" bowl- 
ed Beaty over, and twice "Babe"' 
a lioness, jumped from her ped- 
estal and drove "Nero" away. In 
1924 a black Japanese panther 
slashed the trainer before at- 
tendants could prod it away.

said Beatty, who never had seen 
a wild.animal until he followed 


circus away from. Chillicothe

Next year he add- 
d two tigers and this year in- 
reased his act to 32 animals. 
The act's debut was before an 
.utomobile company convention 
in Detroit.
